Infectious  Diseases 


During  the  year,  we  had  125  cases  of  measles  between  the 
ages  of  1  to  15*  54  of  them  in  the  5~9  years  old  group. 
There  were  also  three  cases  of  whooping  cough. 


Additionally  we  had  a  visit  from  the  Mass  X-ray  Service. 

At  the  Wansbrough  Paper  Company  a  total  of  242  people,  (210  male, 

32  female)  were  x-rayed. 

On  the  Esplanade,  Watchet,  323  people  were  x-rayed,  (122  male,  201 
female).  Of  these,  2  films  were  found  to  be  significant,  neither 
fortunately  serious  nor  sinister. 

Compared  with  their  previous  visit  in  I960,  24  less  people  were  x-rayed 
this  time  in  Watchet,  and  90  more  were  x-rayed  at  the  Paper  Company* 

Our  water  supply  was  satisfactory  during  the  year,  and  once  again,  the 
ships  visiting  us  presented  no  problems. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  my  Public  Health  Inspector  and  our 
District  Nurses  for  their  invaluable  assistance.
